COUNTY SCHOOL 


By Edith LaFrancis 

Unlike the town schools, the Hampden County Training School 
in Feeding Hills does not close its doors for summer vacation. Super¬ 
intendent Thomas Reidy and Mrs. Reidy are on duty twelve months 
of the year, providing home life as well as school life for an average 
of forty five boys whose ages range from seven to sixteen. Only 
during August are there no classes. 

The school was first established in 1872 on Armory Street near 
Van Horn Reservoir in Springfield. Its purpose was to rehabilitate 
school offenders and send them back to their communities as well- 
behaved, responsible school pupils. 

According to Dr. McCook of Springfield, the effect this training 
school has on problem children is amazing. Very few present fur¬ 
ther problems when they are returned to their own schools. 

The property on South Westfield Street was purchased in 1916. 
After the school and dormitory building was completed, a barn and 
other farm buildings were built across the street. Farm experience 
often opens a new world to these boys, a sort of education not to 
be found in books. 

The boys are kept busy with a closely supervised program 
wherein a day begins at 5:15 a.m. Routine work comes first, then 
breakfast, then school. Farm work includes gardening, care of live¬ 
stock, beef and dairy animals, sheep and pigs. Indoor work includes 
such tasks as dishwashing and laundry. Work is never a punish¬ 
ment here but rather something to keep the boys busy so they won’t 
get into mischief. If a boy misbehaves he is not given more work 
but he may lose some privilege such as movies or swimming. 

Recreation is a necessary part of school life. A gymnasium, 
television, a swimming area and movies are provided. In winter the 
whole gi'oup goes to the West Springfield Y twice a month for 
swimming and in summer they frequently receive free tickets to 
ball games. Mr. Carroll provides a free day at Riverside each 
summer. 

Before boys are sent to this school, the school departments make 
every effort to cure their habits of truancy and trouble making, only 
those most in need of change of environment and discipline are sent. 
Most of the boys are in the 13 to 15 age bracket. Eight months is 
the average stay at the school although some may remain for a year 
or more. In this length of time the school is able to rehabilitate 
90% of those enrolled so that they can return to their own homes 
and schools and cause no further trouble. ___

Upon receiving the certifica¬ 
tion, veterans should file them 
immediately with their local 
boards of assessors. Deadline for 
filing is October 1, 1963. 


Veterans Administration at 
Boston announced today that on 
June 14, 1963, it will mail ap¬ 
proximately 59,000 certifications 
of disability for disabled Massa¬ 
chusetts veterans and widows to 
use in applying for real estate 
tax exemption on their homes. 

Under Massachusetts law WW 
1, WW II and Korean veterans 
rated as ten percent or more dis¬ 
abled by VA are entitled to a 
$2,000 real estate tax exemption. 

Most veterans who received a 
tax exemption certificate from 
VA in the past will receive the 
certificate automatically, Man¬ 
ager William F. Connors of VA’s 
Boston Regional Office explained. 
He said it will not be necessary 
lor veterans to write or contact 
VA unless they fail to receive 
their certificate by June 24th.

With 
these same funds there was furn¬ 
ished to townspeople from 1957 
to 1963 a total of 59 pairs of eye¬ 
glasses, one eye examination, five 
visits to WesterYi Mass. Lions 
Orthoptic Clinic, and transporta¬ 
tion for six visits to the Clinic.
